The Revolver-Carrying Habit. 


One of lhe most, foolish and inexcusable habits is that of 


carrying a revolver unless lhe carrier be a policeman or a 
walchman, or is otherwise placed iii a position which war- 
rants the carrying- of such a weapon as a means of defense 
against dangerous elements, which are not often encountered 
by 'the ordinary man in the ordinnrywaiks of life. The habit 
is responsible for many .killings, accidental and criminal. There 
is law enough against it, but if is no (''enforced and the deadly 
revolver is a much more common pocTet piece than is gener- 
ally supposed. 
•.' The dangerousness of Ihis habit is frequently demonstrated, 
usually in connection with criminal cases, while accidental 
deaths and mannings are so common that they would create 
alarm were not lhe public callous to a practice that ought nol 


>to exisl in any civilized community. 


'A striking demonstration of the foolhardiness of Ihe revol- 


ver-carrying habit comes from Massachusetts, where a young 
academy student was shot dead the oilier day by. his'own re- 
volver. ' H e was cranking- an automobile preparatory to a ride 
wjth some young friends when his revolver dropped from his 
pocket and was discharged, middle-received a wound that 
caused his death before the arriyaTof Ihe elector'who was hur- 
riedly called. 
Investigation of the.circumstances brought to 


light the fact that the young man'Jiac! carried a revolver for 
some time, and had a permit to do'so. His family staled that 
lie had no special reason for carrying a weapon except that he 
wanted to do so. 


If (hat is true it is in order to inquire what lhe authorities 


were thinking about when they granted the permit. They 
ought (o have known thai a young student had no legitimate 
use. for such a weapon, and his application f o r : t h e permit 
should have been emphatically .turned down.

wanted to carry a revolver, his family and (he authorities con- 
sented and the result is his own tragic death and a household 
plunged into (he deepest sorrow.
